THE JURY DISAGREES 


Nine for Luetgert's Conviction and 


the Death Penalty, Three 


for 
Acquittal. 


Chicago, Oct. 21.—The gray light of a 


cold autumn morning straggled through 
the windows of Judge Tuthill's court 
today as the case of Adolph LuetEert,who 
had been on trial on the charge of mur- 
dering his wife and boiling' her body in a 
vat, was called. Luetgert heard from the 
foreman of 12 men who hare been consid- 
ering his case for the past 38 hours that 
tiiey were unable to agree upon a verdict. 
1 he jury stood nine for conviction and 
three for acquittal. 


Tmpertnbable as ever,evincing no joy at 


tiio words, the wonderful nerve of the 
JTorthsider was with him to the end. He 
stood up and with only a good natnred 
smile, shook hands with his son Arnold, 
counsel and business partner, William 
Charles, and in less than five minutes was 
led back 
to jail. The judge dismissed 


court and the trial was over. 


The 12 men were divided as follows: 


For conviction and the death penalty, 
Hick-hold, Boyd, Bibby, Mahoney, Beh- 
miller, Hosrner, Shaw, Frazen and Fow- 
ler. For acquittal, Harley, Holabird and 
Barber. 
Immediately alter they were 


discharged, the jury requested to be al- 
lowed to return to the room which had 
been the scene of their discussion for so 
long 
time. 
This was granted. 
It is 


thought they are preparing a set of reso- 
lutions thanking the judge and counsel 
in the case for their kindness and consid 
oration. 


Aa the jurors filed into court at 10.-10 


o'clock they weie a haggard looking set 
ol' men. Several of them were caHarless 
arid the eyes of all of them were swollen 
a:id red. 


The jurors took the seats they had oc- 


cupied daily for over two months and 
waited for the appearance of the pris- 
oner and his lawyers. Judge Tuthill oc- 
cupied the bench. Soon Adolph Luctgurl 
walked into court, followed by Builiff 
Connor, and nodded. 


The grey-haired 
custodian 
rapped 


sharply for order and commanded silence. 
"Gentlemen. I have called you into court 
to ask you it you have reached a verdict," 
said Judge Tuthill. 


Foreman Hickhold arose and replied: 


"Your honor, we have not," 


"Is there any prospect of your reaching 


one," asked the court. 


"I don't think so; in fact I know there 


is not, at leant that is my firm belief," re- 
sponded the foreman. 


"How do you stand numerically, not 


individually?" queried the court. 


"We stand nine for conviction to throe 


for acquittal," replied the foreman. 


"We have stood that way for 3S hours. 


There has not been a solitary change in 
the vote during the past SS hours. In my 
opinion there is not the least possible 
chance of an agreement." 


"What have you to say, Juror Bafcei? 


afked his honor. 


"We can never reach a verdict," replied 


the juror. 
''Every point of evidence has 


been minutely discussed and it is impossi- 
ble for us to agree." 


Judge Tuthill then called each of the 


jurors by name and each responded in the 
same manner, expressing the view vhat it 
world be impossible lor the j'iry to agiec, 
Juror Ilarley was tho last juior called. 
Hs arose and replied firmly and with eui- 
pliasis, "I do no believe wo call a^rcc 
upon a verdict."

Count Badeni, the premier, was a wit- 


ness of the extraordinarly painful scene, 
while the Polish vice president of the 
chamber, Dr. Abramovitch, sat pale and 
cowed in his chair surrounded by a 
shouting, gesticulating crowd, the Ger- 
man members thrusting copies of the 
standing orders into his face so menac- 
ingly that his body guard hastily inter- 
vened to protect him from physical in- 
jury.

Tlie trouble had arisen Because Dr. 


Abramovitch insisted m passing to the 
orders of the day, which was declared 
to he contrary to the rules of the house. 
During: the turmoil Dr. Herold 
was 


speaking, but he was inaudible. Finally 
In dismay, Dr. Abramovitch telegraphed 
for the president, Dr. Kathrem, who 
hurtiedly returned, suspended the sit- 
ting for a few minutes and, alter con- 
sultation with the party leaders, re- 
scinded the vice president's ruling and 
suspended the sitting- until noon yester- 
day. 
Dr. Kathrein admitted that the 


vice president had been guilty of an 
inadvertence in the overnight ruling. 
Numerous roUcalis and divisions marked 
the ten-hour sitting.

jubilant over its victory and the dis- 
couragement of the opposition camp.

London, Oct. 21.—Wednesday

Lord Salisbury sent to Ambassador Hay 
the reply of the British government to 
the proposals of the American bimetal- 
lic special comniission headed by Sena- 
tor Wolcott. It is a 
diplomatically 


worded note. His lordship says that the 
government of Great Britain is not able 
to reopen the Indian mints at present. 
He regrets the inability to accede to the 
proposals of the American commission- 
ers, Great Britain having as great an 
interest as the United States and France 
in securing a stable par exchange for 
gold and silver and an enlarged vise of 
silver. In. these 
circumstances, con- 


tinues Lord Salisbury, the British gov- 
ernment does not see the desirability of 
an international monetary conference, 
but will be pleased to consider any other 
suggestions from the United States. 


DARING BRITISH SOLDIERS. 


Simla, Oct. 21.—According- to advices 


from Port Lockliarl, the Irlgesmen hav- 
ing occupied Dar^ai Ridge, which com- 
manded Chagru, on the Samana. range, 
General Sir Biggs sent the second, di- 
vision to dislodge them. 
The position 


was a very strong one, on the summit 
of a precipitous hill, reached only by 
a single path along which the attack- 
ing force, consisting 
of the Gurkha 


regiment, was obliged to climb in In- 
dian file, three 
batteries 
meanwhile 


shelling the Sa.ngars. 


This British suffered a temporary check 


when they reached the open space and 
were exposed to an accurate fire. After 
a prolonged artillery fire the Gurkhas 
were reinforced by the Gordon high- 
landers. 
Then followed a magnificent 


rush across the open space in the teeth 
of a murderous fusillade. 


Half of the men dropped, but the re- 


mainder pushed gallantly on till they 
reached cover where the Gurkhas lay. 
The rest of the force streamed after 
them, and the tribesmen, seeing that 
most of the uoops had passed the fire, 
sooin fled up the hill and collected under 
cover of the cliffs. 
The Highlanders and 


mixed regiments, after pausing a mo- 
ment to take breath, again advanced 
to the assault, and 20 minutes later the 
position was won.

WILL NOT PAY A TAX. 


CAR HORSES HARD TO GET. 


Since Klectricity Was Introduced the 


Market Channels Have Been Closed. 
One ot the most curious effects of 


the general replacing of horses by 
electricity and cable traction for draw- 
ing street cars is being experienced by 
one of the extensive car lines, in New 
York city which still uses horses. The 
Sun says one would suppose that, since 
the only lines in the whole country 
which continue to use horses now form 
but a very small percentage o£ those 
which used them five years ago, these 
Hues would have a much wider range 
of choice, and could get horses of a 
grade superior to tlie general run of 
those which used to be offered to them. 
Remarkable as it may seem, this is 
the exact opposite of the truth. 


The New York city line referred to 


runs in direct competition with the 
cable lines of the upper west side, and 
its.managers, who recently purchased 
it, determined as soon as they came 
into possession to place upon it a su- 
perior lot of horses, and in this way 
improve its running until mechanical 
propulsion could be introduced. Orders 
were sent out to buy the needed horses. 
Much to the surprise of the managers, 
it was discovered that there were al- 
most no street-car horses of any kind 
to be bought. 


The explanation of this situation 


lies in the fact that since the demand 
for street-car horses almost ceased, the 
trade 
machinery 
by 
which 
they 


were 
gathered 
has 
fallen 
into 


disuse. 
A 
few 
years 
ago 
the 


street-car horses were one of the 
most 
important 
features 
of 
the 


horse market. They were animals of 
a standard grade and of almost stable 
price, and every part of the country 
contributed its quota. The street-car 
horse had to be big and able, and 
sound of limb and wind, but it might 
be of any age. Few lasted long enough 
in the service to make the question of 
a few years more or less of any con- 
sequence. 
The demand was constant, 


and the price never varied in New 
York more than from about $125 to 
$150 each. Dealers could always count 
upon getting this price and getting it 
promptly, and as a consequence every 
horse which would answer the purpose 
was a safe investment at a little small- 
er price, and a clean profit of $10 a 
horse was regarded as a fair margin in 
handling them. 


Horses of all sorts, which lacked the 


qualities of speed, beauty or youth, but 
possessed the other requirements, were 
quickly sorted out from the markets 
of the whole country, and every big 
dealer was always able to 
gather 


droves of car horses as fast as the 
companies needed them. 
The trolley 


has superseded the car horse, and car 
Worses are no longer quoted as staples 
in the market. The companies which 
still use them are obliged to go out 
and search the marts and buy them 
one by one, instead of simply sending 
out an order for 100 or 200 of 500 and 
getting them readily.

Game iiu ariably is served with an acid 


jolly, potaloes, .spinach, tomatoes and 
salads. Cheese is served just belore des- 
s'ort. It is English to serve celery or 
cucumbers with it. 
Macaroni with 


cheese, welsh rarebits, cheese omelets, 
or little cheese cakes are a good substi- 
tute tor a cheese course. 


Sweetbre.ids take peas, sometimes to- 


matoes, cauliflower, 
macaroni, mixed 


v. 1th tomato snuce or cheese, or with as- 
paragus or succotash. Cantaloupe mel- 
ons are served just after soup at dinner. 
This is, however, more of a breakfast 
dish. Watermelon is served the same as 
fruit at dinner. 


The best seasons for the different kinds 


of meat and fish often puzzle a young 
housekeeper like yourself. Beef is best 
from January to May. Tripe is good all 
tnroug-h the winter mouths. If you are 
going to roast t-ome poik, do it in the 
winter by ali means, but if you are go- 
Ing to roast a pig, the best time is from 
the first of May to the middle of June. 


Lamb is best from June to September; 


mutton trom February to May: wild 
birds, fiom the fiist of October to De- 
cember; mi keys, during December and 
January; chickens and geese are best 
from September first to December first, 
and ducks and young chickens, during 
May and June. If you again become 
puzzled about any little household mat- 
ters, I beg of you to write me immediate- 
ly, as I am only too glad to be of use to 
yc-u. I trust that these few hints are 
what you wished for, and I am quite sure 
you will be satisfied v, tth the result, if 
you will bear them in mind a bit.

Physicians 
are within easy call but no effort so far as 
known, has been made to secure their as- 
sistance since Sunday.

appears to have been taken in the matter.

played in the search for Mosley. From 
tbe moment the latter left the road near 
the Hpeneer house, no traoo of him has 
been secured.

NORTHAMPTON ASYLUM, 


Interesting Facts Shown by the Annual 


Reports to the Governor. 


The annual report of the Northampton 


asylum for the insane has been forwarded 
to the governor. The year at lha hospi- 
tpl closed September 30, and the report 
shows a number of changes and improve- 
ments. The institution is on as sound a 
basis r.s ever, and it is one of the best 
managed iu the state. The average cost 
of each patient to the hospital for the 
year is ,*3.27 a week. Last year it was 


JO, but there were many more patients 


last year than this, which reduced the 
average expense, for the total current 
expense for running the plant is about 
the same, and 50 more patients could now 
be accommodated without perceptibly 
increasing the expense. 


The trustees report the changes that 


have been made, The improvements in 
the north wing which were in progress 
last year have been completed, with great 
beueilt irom better ventilation and more 
cheerful appearance oC the wards. There 
is a need of repairs in the store-rooms, 
which the trustees desire to make the 
coming year. Changes in the old chapel 
are contemplated, This part of the build- 
ing is to be made over, with a new dis- 
pensary in the basement, on the first floor 
a library, of which tbe hospital now has 
none, a laboratory and a new dining-room, 
and store-i'OJmi. Above will be six sleep- 


rooms. From the treasurer's report 


these Sgnrsj are tafeen: Assets, real estate 
fa 10,100, personal ?75,2S9; total receipts for 
tbe yea;-, *100,S10; payments, ^107,974; cask 
on hand September SO, f 1,866. The total 
current expenses for the year are ^9^,837, 
from which, in ascertaining the average 
ooit per patient, sbould be deducted ^1,920 
not charged to the regular expense of the 
hospital lor the year, brought about by a 
readjustment in the system of payment of 
salaries.

TO STILL 
PAIN 


Returned From New York Where He 


Was Injured. Owed Some Money 


and Was Anxious About the 


Debt. 
Writes Piti- 


ful Letters. 


Harry T. Eextrew, 70, died at 
the 


Brunswick house this morning about ^ 
o'clock from an overdose of some narcotic, 
presumably morphine. 
The death was 


investigated by Medical Examiner O. J. 
Brown and by Chief Kendall. The cir- 
cumstances appeared suspicious, and at 
present all has not been explained. 


Mr. Rextrew was 
born in England, 


in 
the 
city 
of 
London and 
had 


lived in this country 40 years. Most of 
that time was spent in the city of New 
York. 
He was a masoa and builder 


and when he 
came

this city 


some time ago he worked at his trade< 
Before coming to this city he lived in 
Troy, N. Y., where his second wife now 
resides. 
He is survived- by his wife and a 


son, H. W. Eextrew of Hoosick Falls, N_ 
Y. The son is in the city today to look 
after the funeral. Mr. Bestrew was a, 
member of the mason's union in this city 
and was its secretary, 


A week ago Saturday Mr. Eextrew wen^ 


to New York to transact some business 
about an endowment policy that was held 
on his life. It seems that while in that 
city he fell down some outside stairs and 
badly injured his back. The pain was so 
intense from the injury that he began 
taking morphine. This fact is gathered 
from letters ssnt by him to his friend, 
William Eobson of this city. Mr. Dousoa 
got several letters from Mr. Eextrew from 
New York. 


Mr. Rextrew returned from New York 


Tuesday afternoon and instead of going 
to his room at the home of Mrs. Marion 
Davis of Blackinton street he went to 
the Brunswick house. Wednesday after- 
noon when he went to his room he left 
word that he should not be disturbed. 
Late in the day it was thought he had 


one out and would not return. 
Tho 


maid went to his room to prepare it for 
the next guest to occupy and the door 
was found closed. 
Admittauca to the 


room was gained by way of the transom, 
and Mr. Eextrew was found on the bed 
unconscious. Dr. M. M. Brown was sum- 
moned and did all he could to relievo the 
old sufferer. 
He staid with him to the 


end. Dr. O. J. Brown was called later in 
the evening and he investigated the case 
as far as lie could. He found a letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Dobson a copy of which is 
as follows: 


DEAB WILL:—1 said that I would come 


to see you. I fear that I can't stand it. I 
have to keep taking morphine powders to 
kill the pain. I don't dare face Mrs. Davis 
tonight, if I ever shall again, she fully 
expects money from this trip to New 
York. But as I told you I have been rob- 
bed of every dollar, even my watch and 
glasses, as you see by this writing. D3 
the best you can for mo and if the worst 
happens follow the directions I gave-in 
my letter to you. I can't wrile any more.

The medical examiner and the officers 


got several letters from Mr, Dobson that 
had been sent him from New York by Mr. 
Eextrew. All of the letters told the same 
pitiful story. 
One of them contained 


some pawn tickets of things that the old 
man had pawned to keep the wolf.'from 
the door. It was evident that it pained 
him to part with some of them, for ther 
was a ring he wanted his son to get. 
The 


letters were burdened with his regret at 
noi being able to pay Mrs. Davis what he 
owed her. He asked that his tools be 
sold and the money given to Mrs. Davis. 
He told where they could be found. Some 
of them were at Mr. Darrow's on El m 
street. He hoped that Union 18 would 
pay his funeral expenses. 
His letters 


show that he expected to die, but do not 
how that he had any suicidal intent. 
He must have been deranged mentally 


a little, for he expressed hiS'Watch and 
other things from New York, and they 
have arrived. His letters show that he 
thought he was robbed of these things, 
riothing has been discovered to show 
what became of the money that he went 
to the city to get. He writes in one of his 
letters that it would not be safe to carry 
so much money. He does not state the 
amount, but it is said that he was to get 
$2,000. It is not known whether he got 
the money or whether he was robbed of 
it, as one of his letters would indicate. 


The case will be reported to the court 


and an inquest will be held. It is believed 
to be a case that warrants a close investi- 
gation.
